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" ANARCHISM AND COMMUNES " 

Anarchism is the only political doctrine that affirms 
the desirability and possibility of a society without binding 
norms and the political powsr and institutions of enforcing them. 
Anarchists believe that a man is innately benevolint and cooperative 
and that he is prevented from being his good spontaneous self 
by the corrupt institutions 3rd practices of government, religion, 
education, and the economy. There have been— and there are 
today — anarchist thinkers, movements, and parties, but there 
has never been an anarchist state or society, because the very 
concepts of state and societyitrply norms, laws, and authoritative 
agencies and institutions enforcing binding rules. As the Romans 
put it: Ubi societas ibi ius (Where there is society, there 
i s law) . 

Whenever even small groups of people with shared goals 
and ideas get together to set up "unstructured" communities 
without power and government, as has happened in hundreds 
of American communes in the last decade, they inevitably 
discover that even small communes cannot do without some forms 
of government and power. / founder-member of a successful 
commune in Virginia, after five years of experience, writes: 

"A group that chooses to have no government is not 
thereby going to go without one. It is merely 
going to delivery government into the hands of the 
head of the dominance hierarchy— to those people 
who just naturally rise to the top. There, without 
guidelines or rules of any kind, the natural leader 
will exercise his power for good or bak, and recognize 
or not recognize his responsibility to the otherj 
people, depending on his ideas and conditioning" 

Of course, the very existence of communes, whether in the 
United States, cv in other countries, is possible only because 
the larger society supplies protection against theft, robbery, 
and physical violence to which even members of anarchically 
inspired communes are exposed. 

All of us revel to some extent against power and authority, 
and many have dreamed of a society in which political power 
and compulsion woild be k^pt to a minimum. But even the most 
committed Jeffersonian recognizes that there can be no society 
without political power and authority, and that the realistic 
objective should be, first, to devise a political system in 
whech power is widely diffused, and, second, to set up procedures 
thro\jgh which the exercise of political power can be kept 
within legitimate bounds.

An 
example is the recent beating of a 
Long Beach man; he was arrested 
for disturbing the peace, and was 
left with multiple wounds to the face 
after being kicked in the face and 
smashed into the concrete by four 
Long Beach Police officers. A per- 
son fighting back for his rights will 
only find that those in power will 
violently put him down. 

The First Amendment of the Con- 
stitution basically guarantees, 
"Freedom of Speech." It does not 
say, "Freedom of Speech, unless 
authority otherwise indicates" but it 
sure seems like it. An authority 
figure, like a parent or principal, can 
walk up to you and tell you that you 
look weird or stupid. If you speak 
back and express your opinion of 
them, you either get your face beat 
in or receive some other form of 
punishment. The only reason 
authority figures feel that youth 
should be "seen and not heard" is 
that those in power know the truth, 
which is that teenagers know more 
than the adults about what's going 
on in the world, and this is what 
adults fear. So don't get caught up in 

the authoritarian fish net. Open 
your eyes and stand up for your 
rights. The world should be more 
open-minded and those in authority 
should understand the limits on 
their powers. Your opinions on this - 
view of authority are welcome.
